If you're not too picky about an exact match, you can get knurled nuts 
and knurled thumbscrews from McMaster-Carr, Small Parts Inc., and even 
a good many local fastener companies in stainless, ordinary steel, and 
even brass. For an exact match to, say, the knurled nuts on J-38 
military keys -- well, you're on your own there! It seems as though 
the "standard" minimum pack is 100 of whatever you order (except for 
washers, which seem to come in packs of 1000). I was pleasantly 
surprised on my last order from McMaster-Carr to find that smaller 
packs (varies by specific item) were actually available. The price per 
unit goes up 10-25%, but it beats buying a bunch when you only need a 
couple. For "all-weather" military gear terminals, you can even get 
silicon-bronze knurled nuts or screws! Sad to say, I haven't seen a 
hint of any source for real nickel-plated brass hardware, knurled or 
standard. Guess Waldom went AWOL.

The whole mess looked 
like one R1051 on top another with a grey box of the same dimension on top.
